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DETAILED ACTION 


Drawings 


The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 

There is no written description of reference sign (19) of Figures 1 , 2, 3, and 6 in 
the specification. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 


The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1. Claim 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no written

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description of a "second body shell member"; thus, there is insufficient support for the 
embodiment of claims 5 and 6. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. There is no written description of a "second body 
shell"; thus, it renders claims 5 and 6 indefinite. 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lu 
(Re. 35,955) in view of Lundberg (5,839,975). With respect to claims 1 , and 3-4, Lu 
discloses a golf club head having a body shell 12 defining a hollow interior (Fig. 2a), a 
shaft (44), and a reinforcing element 16 along the cross-sectional area from heel to toe. 
It appears that the reinforcing element takes up at least 20% of the cross-sectional area 
of the interior. Lu shows a tabular reinforcing structure; however, Lundberg teaches the 
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use of reinforcing ribs structure and such structure is frame shaped. Thus, it would have 
been obvious in view of Lundberg to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
reinforcing element of Lu to include a frame shaped tabular reinforcing structure to 
provide lighter reinforcement to the club head shell. With respect to claim 2, Lu 
discloses a gap of 0.001-0.3 inch between the face plate and the reinforcing element 
(Col. 3, lines 18-21). With respect to claims 5-6, Lu discloses a reinforcement element 
16 having a support plate 30, which is located between the face shell member and first 
body shell member, and a backing plate member 32, which is located between the first 
body shell member and the second body shell member. With respect to claim 7, Official 
Notice is taken that it is old and well-known in the art to fabricate the shell body by 
forged or casting process and it would have been obvious to do so here to save 
assembly costs.
